Forgetfulness of God 


“Of the Rock that begot thee thou 
wasr unmindful, and didst forget God 
that bore thee." (Deut. xxxn, 18). 


NE of the most outstanding of 
() preachers in the 18th century 

was the renowned Maggid of 
Nubno, friend, confidant, and mentor 
of the famous Gaon of Vilna, His 
forte in preaching was his extension 
of that method of driving home a 
message which ts known asthe 
parable. The parable, or mashal, is 
essentially and intrinsically a Jewish 
method of preaching. 

A typical example of these homely 
parables is afforded by his remarkable 
mterpretation Of the verse I have 
taken as my text. A student of medi- 
cine, he relates, qualified as a doctor 
and set up in practice. Vainly he 
waited for patients to come to him, 
and after months of enforced idleness 
he confided his troubles to a friend. 
“There is nothing that succeeds like 
success,” said his friend. “ The more 
seople see that you are idle, the less 
confidence they will. have in you. 
Pretend to be busy ; have no time for 
savone. And people, seeing your pre- 
xcupation, will regard you as a busy 
and successful doctor and flock to you.” 

FEW weeks later his mentor 

chanced to meet the doctor and. 
buttonholing him, said genially. 
“Well, has my suggestion helped” 
lis business picking up?” “ Excuse 
me.” answered the doctor hurriedly, 
“I haven't a moment to spare. Youll 
have to see me another time!” Exas- 
serated. his friend turned on him, ~ It 
was | who gave. you this advice, and 
now you use it against me!” he ex- 
claimed 

With this homely and. indeed. 
humorous’ parable the Maggid of 
Dubno explains the verse. He trans- 
lates the first three Hebrew words 
homiletically. “ The Rock of Israel 
gave birth within you to the spirit of 
forgetfulness.” and man first uses that 
blessing in order to forget the God 
that bore him. 


"THE power of forgetfulness is one of 

the greatest blessings given to 
mankind. The truism that Time is 
the greatest of healers is merely an 
expression of the fact that with the 
passage of time there comes a grow- 
ing oblivion which takes the keen edge 
off one’s once uNsupportable sorrow. 
It is only as a result of the blessing 
of forgetfulness that we are able to 
carry on. “Do not attempt to 
comfort a man in the hour when 
his dead lies before him.” For then 
he is inconsolable : he feels that for 
him the sun will shine no more and 
jOy 18 departed for ever. And then 
time comes with healing in its wings 
and the angel of forgetfulness draws a 
veil over his sorrow. 

So with pain, so with mental 
anguish, so with all the unpleasant 
aspects of life. And in the life of the 
Jewish people. who would have 
believed that we should so soon re- 
cover from the devastating, reeling, 
catastrophic blow of the virtual exter- 
mination of European Jewry that 
overwhelmed us only a few short years 
ago. 

Forgetfulness is one of the greatest 
boons that God has given to man. but 
is not the complaint of God which 
that famous preacher reads into the 
verse wholly justified’ Is it not true 
that man has largely used this blessing 
to turn it against Him who gave it ” 
Have we not used this blessing to for- 
get God”? Cast your minds back to 
those passionate vows of loyalty which 
you voluntarily made on your Bar- 
mitzvah. on your wedding day, which 
you will make next week while the 
haunting strains of Kol Nidrei echo 
in your souls. What has happened 
to them? When.did you drive God. 
whom you so passionately welcomed 
then into your lives, from vour pre- 
sence? It was no conscious action 


You have merely employed the bless- 


ings which He gave you against Him. 
and God having given you the blessing 
of Forgetfulness vou have forgotten 
God who gave you birth and life.

JEWS’ COLLEGE TO 
TRAIN TEACHERS 


Joint Effort with the 
London Board

A facukhy for the training of full-time 
Hebrew teachers under the joimi aus- 
pices of the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education and Jews’ College 
is to be started nex: month at the Colleegc. 

This important development in Jewish 
education follows negotiations between 
representatives of the London Board and 
Jews College whch were staried on the 
initiative of the Board. wndersiand 
that up to the present six students have 
enrolled for the faculty. 

A syllabus has been submitied by Dr. 
1. Epstein, Principal of the College, and 
Dr. 1. Fishman, Education Officer of the 
Board. who are to be in charge of the 
course. Students are to be tramed for 
the Diploma A examination of the Board 
Subjects taught will inclhude--apart from 
rabbinics—-modern Hebrew /ierature and 
composition, and the history of modern 
Palestine. 


Substantial Bursaries 


Suitable students are to be trained as 
social welfare workers and as teachers 
in Jewish Day Schools. Substantia! bur- 
saries, | was told, will be granted, and 
an eflort will be made to integrate as 
many subpects as possible with those 
taught at the College. The course will 
las four vears 

This latest effort to train more teachers 
follows the news that over 10.000 child- 
ren are receiving education under the 
zis of the London Board in 120 cenires 
The Board employs 460 teachers. . of 
whom ten are full ume 

For the first time. competitive exami- 


nations are to be held under the 2g - 


of the Board. The examinations will take 
place at University College, Gower 
Street. London, on October 30 and 
November 

The semor syllabus will include Mishna 
and Talmud. There will be two grades. 
one for jumors under the age of 12 and 
the other for pupils of 12 and over. 
Entries have been received from over 
200 pupils 

Prizes will include the F. S. Spiers 
Memorial Prize. which consists of a 
cheque for £10 and a memorial volume. 


JEWISH ORPHANAGE 
FOR ISRAEL 


Youth Aliyah Transfers 
100 Children |

All the 100 children of a Jewish 
orphanage, Tchuis voor Joodse Kindren. 
near Antwerp. together with a staff of 
lien. and a quantity of -equipmen!. are 
being transferred by Youth Aliyah to 
Israel! to join the Children’s Village at 
Nitzanim, near Rehovot. They ieft last 
week. and are now waiting at Marseilles 
for a ship 

When the Germans invaded Belgium, 
a Mi A. Monaster. an  enginecring 
mechanic, took his four-year-old child 
and ten Jewih orphans, and hid them 
in cellars. where they remained througch- 
out the occupatian. He taught them a 
lithe Hebrew ard something of Jewish 
history and Judaism, ecnourh to make 
them conscious of ther Jew:shness. And 
all the time he dreamed of the day when 
he could take th-m to Palesiine 

Afier the liberation. he emerged wih 
his “family.” and by his own effort; 
collected enough funds to establish a 
proper home for them 

He travelled the country, taking away 
Jewish orphans from Gentile  foster- 
parents and trom  convenis, until, 
altogether, he had 90. Added to them 
were ten orphans from Poland 


Normal Home Environment 


He then took a large house on the 
outskirts of Antwerp, and collected equip- 
ment and siaff. and provided for the 
children a normal home environment 
His aim, like that of Youth Aliyah. was 
to make the children forget not only ther 
terrible experiences, but also that they 
were orphans. 

When the State of Israel was estab- 
lished. he felt that the time had come 
to take his young community home. He 
approached the Drrector of Belgian 
Youth Aliyah, Mr. S. Pressler. and the 
necessary arrangemenis were made. 

Mr. Monaster is going with the child- 
ren to Nitzanim, and will take charge 
there. The village was destroyed in the 
recem war by the Egyptians, and 33 of its 
members lost their Irves in its defence. ki 
has now been rebuilt, and 400 Youth 
Aliyah wards will make their home there. 

Mr. Outo Zarek, of the London office 
of Youth Aliyah, who travelled with the 
children from Antwerp to Marseilles lest 
week. told me that they hed recovered 
from the shocks they had suffered. and 
now seemed to be a crowd of uninhbiied, 
normal youngsters.

Enemy-owned property in Great Britain; 
Restitution in Germany: Jews in Mas 


‘jem countries: and the (Consultative 


Counc) of Jewish Organisations. 

Jews in the “ Iron Curtain countries. 
ssid Mr. Landman. particularly Hungary 
and Rumania. were. in common with 
other religious denominations, deprived 
of reigious [reedom. Some of the objec- 
tionable ant)-Semptic practices im Eastern 
Europe had ceased. bul a new kind of 
intolerance had taken their place. Jews 
im those countries might be safe pohysi- 
cally. but they were not eafe in their 
religious rights. There was no action the 
Awsociation could take in the matter, 
but they had to record thew protest 

lng with that section of the report 
concerning the question of Jewish war 
orphans, Mr. Landman said that the 
committee had considered the problem 
again. and was try ng to evolve a formula 
which would help the return of Jewish 
war orphans to thé Jewish community. 


Enemy-Owned Property 


With regard to so-called enemy-owned 
property in this country, Mr. Landman 
said that a deputation from the Associa- 
tion had discussed this matier with the 
Board of Trade. and while all thei hopes 
had not been fulfilled. figures given by 
the Board of Trade to Mr. Edetman.

“ Hebraising” the Galut

In every 
country, however, there had always been 
a few people who had tried to stem the 
ebbing tide of Hebrew knowledge by

Dr. Rosenfeld complained that Jews 
were not culturally-minded, that they 
were not thirsty for Torah and know- 
ledec. The creation of the State of 
Israc| had aroused a national conscious- 
ness, and with « a desire for culiura! 
development. 

Their aim. he said, was “ the Hebraisa- 
tion of the Galut.” to make Hebrew not 
only the language of the Jewish schools 
but of -Jewish public life in the Diaspora 
as well as in Israel. 

In Israel. he explained. the movement's 
activities imcluded a permanent book 
exhibition recently opened by the Prime 
Minister. the issue of a periodical, “ Am 
V'Sefer.” and the publication of books

“FASCISTS AND POLICE” 
A Non-Jewish View 


The following fetter appeared in the 
New STATESMAN AND Nation of Friday 
lat. and is reprinted with permission : 


Sirk.—-As a reporter on a national daily 
newspaper, who has covered some 30 of 


‘ the Hackney and Dalston battles in the 


last two years. can say quite coldly 
that the behaviour of police attending 
fascist meetings is openly pro-fascist and 
anti-Semitic. This is, maybe, a “ grave 
allegation and a “ serious charge against 
our Metropolitan Police Force.” I do 
not mean it io be so. I have continually 
io deal with high Scotland Yard officials 
and detectives. I find them, mostly, very 
pleasant and helpful people, doing a diffi- 
cult job with almost maximum efficiency. 

Burt consider this. In Dalston Lane. 
Hackney, one recent Sunday, I watched 
the beginning of counter-marches _ by 
“ Union Movement” members and anti- 
fascists. A youth appeared, running for 
his life, pursued by about 20 men. One 
of the pursuers was swinging a car start- 
ing handle, and two more had knuckle- 
dusters 

There were thirty-two policemen (1 
checked the figures with a senior local 
police officer) standing within 30 feet. 

They watched this youth being tripped. 
beaten with the starting-handle, and 
kicked in the ribs. His glasses were 
smashed, one eye closed, and his fore- 
head cut, as far as I could see. in about 
three places. Those who aitacked him 
ran off down the sireet without one 
police hand raised to stop them. But 
the man on the road was picked up 
bodily, slung into the police van. and 
threatened with a truncheon. A police- 
man shouted, “Get in, you Yiddish 
bastard.” It's hard to believe that. It's 
hard to believe also, that this man. set 
upon. by thugs, was later charged with 
creating a disturbance. 

It was quite clear to me, and to several 
other experienced observers from other 
London papers, that in the first instance. 
the police deliberately held off until the 
man had had a severe beating. I put the 
matter tO an inspector at the fascist meet- 
ing in Ridley Road, E., half-an-hour 
later. “If a few more of the bleeders 
got that treatment, we'd be freer of Jews 
along here.” he said. 

I wish to make it quite clear that I am 
neither Jew nor Communist. I am a 
Socialist, who firmly believes that Com- 
munism is an ephemeral fallacy. But |

A story that has been imng some 
currency, that the Israci authorities 
refused permission to open a church im 
Tel Aviv and are intolerant, «% emphati- 
cally dened im a tester from Tel Aviv to 
the Mervopist by the Rev. 
B Chapman. 

Mr. Chapman says that he has searched 
on the spot for any trace of “ thr sirangre 
thing” both among Jews and- British 
Christians. There are, he adds. an 
Angiican church and a chapel in Tei Aviv.

“ Messages of thanks,” Mr, Chapman's 
letter continues, “ for * absolute religious 
freedom ‘ and for gencrous * provision for 
the needs of the different rehgious com- 
munities " have been both blushed and 
received by the Ministry of Religions from 
many ecclesasucs, Christian and Mosicm 
These include the senior Roman Catholic 
cleric (comparing the treatment of ordcrs 
and care hen favourably with 
that of the former eng se Govern- 
ment) although the Vatican is, for reasons 
of poltical dominance of which the 
Briush public ought to have been more 
wary, directing a world campaign full of 
misstatements against Israci, especially 
using the ‘ refugee ' issuc 

“ No other Government is providing for 
minority religions as Israel is domg. Any 
damage to church buildings is of the same 
type and causation as the vaster destruc- 
tion at Mount Cassino and elsewhere by 
Americans and British, and, quite without 
obligation.

ISRAEL’S ECONOMY 


Citrus By-Products 
Industry 
By CALCULUS 


Faced with the urgent need of payi 
for their growing imports, the Isra 
authorities are now concenirating a good 
deal of attention on the development and 
mechanisation of the citrus by-products 
industry. So far, citrus products con- 
stitute Israel's main export. The attempt 
now being made to develop a new source 
of income by gaining foreign mar- 
kets for cittus by-products, should, in a 
vitamin-minded world, offer excellent 
opportunities. 

Among the by-products for which 
Isracl is secking large markets abroad 
are citrus pulp, used for marmalade- 
making, peel for the manufacture of 
grapefruit slices, crystallised fruit, and, 
above all, essential oils for pharmacceutic- 
al and perfumery purposes. It appears 
that even the United States and Russia 
are potential markets for these Israel 
products, and in the trade agreements 
signed with Poland and Hungary, as well 
as in the arrangements made with the 
Scandinavian countries, and with France 
and Switzerland, citrus by-products 
occupy a very prominent—sometimes the 
second—place on the Israel export list. 


Encouraging Investment 


The dietetic value of Israel fruit con- 
centrates and fruit juices is gaming an 
appreciative and ever-increasing public tn 
Europe. This has induced the authorities 
to encourage larger investments in the 
citrus by-products indusiry, as well as in 
the citrus industry generally. 

Simultaneously with orders for new 
equipment for the mechanisation. of the 
entire industry, the Israel authorities also 
announce considerable fiscal measures to 
help growers. Two separate [types of 
loan have just been granied to growers 
by the Government, One, an “ encourage- 
ment joan”™ of 1410 per dunam at two 
per cem interest for 12 years; and the 
other, a five years’ “ improvement loan ~ 
of 1£20 per dunam. In this way, it is 
heaped to increase the citrus area by an 
additional 15,000 dunamrs next year. The 
roral area of Jewish groves is now 90,000 
dunams, as compared with 140,000 
dunams ten years ago. 

At the Agricultural: Workers’ Conven- 
non in Petah Tiqva a few weeks ago, 
a demand was put torward for a total 
area of Jewish groves of 150.000 dunams. 
If this could be achieved and proper 
markets found, the citrus exports could, 
if  estemated, pay for at least two- 
thirds of Israel's imports. With the 
imecrease of mechanisation, it is also 
hoped to increase the average yield per 
dunam of exportable fruii, as well as the 
quality. Last year the yield was about 
37 cases per dunam. and the aim now is 
to increase u-to 48, or even S0 cases. 
Mechanisation will also, it is hoped, 
lower the cost of labour, which is now 
at least ten times, and in some instances, 


1S times higher than it was before the 
wart.

THE solemn Ten Days which inaugurate 
the New Year are drawing to their consum- 
mation. With the rites of Rosh Hashana still 
impressing their message upon our hearts, 
we are now on the eve of the Sabbath of 
Repentance. The keynote is set in to- 
morrow’s Reading from the Prophets: 
“Return, O Isracl, unto the Lord thy 
God. . . . Blow the Shofar in Zion, sanctify 
a fast, call a solemn assembly.” And from 
sunset on Sunday until nightfall on Monday, 
as the climax of our religious devotions, we 
shall observe the awe-inspiring Day of Atone- 
ment. For over 24 hours we shall give our- 
scives Up entirely to the prayer and fasting 
which Yom Kippur enjoins upon every faith- 
ful follower of Judaism... Withdrawn awhile 
from worldly affairs, we shall concentrate 
upon the things of the spirit, so that we may 
be enabled thereafter to resume our daily 
work cleansed and refreshed by communion 
with the Divine. More than ordinarily, per- 
haps, do we need, at the advent of 5710, this 
Heaven-sent opportunity for meditation 
upon the deeper issues of life. The problems 
and perplexitiés which confront-us seem to 
grow ever more baffling and intractable. On 
the very eve of the New Year, the world 
was brought up wrth a jolt by the sudden 
information that the making of an atom 
bomb was no longer the monopoly of one 
mation. The increasing development of 
atomic weapons of warfare carries with it 
an imereasingly terrible menace not simply 
to mankind's welfare but indeed to its very 
existence. Discoveries which might be of 
incalculable benefit to mankind threaten to 
destroy human civilisation. So far, it has 
proved beyond the capacity of statesmen to 
devise an acceptable scheme for the effective 
international control of atomic energy. This 
impasse must not lead us to despair of 
humanity or of its God-given destiny. The 
eternal people, which has survived through 
the ages and outlived many civilisations, has 
been entrusted with a message of salvation. 
To that message, which is based upon the 
truth of revelation and the experience of 
history, we unreservedly submit ourselves 
on Yom Kippur. 


The Hebrew prophets and sages, whose 
sacred words will be on our lips from begin- 
ning to end of the Fast Day, were no recluses 
from the world. On the contrary, they were 
always actively occupied with the politics 
and business and everyday concerns of life. 
But they recognised--as we of this proud 
generation have also been brought to do— 
that there comes a time when human powers 
prove unavailing, and when our only source 
of strength hes in humbly seeking the aid of 
the Omnipotent. The significance of repent- 
ance is sublimely conveyed in the words of a 
prayer in the Neilah Service: “ What are 
we? What is our life? What is our piety? 
What is our righteousness? What our help- 
fulness? What our strength? What our 
might ’ What shall we say before Thee, O 
Lord our God and the God of our fathers? 
Are not all the mighty men as naught before 
Thee, the men of renown as though they had 
not been, the wise as if without knowledge, 
and the men of understanding as if without 
discernment? For the multitude of their 
works is emptiness, and the days of their 
lives are vanity before Thee, and the pre- 
eminence of man over the beast is naught, 
for all is vanity. Nevertheless, Thou hast 
from the beginning set man apart, and made 
him worthy to stand before Thee ; for who 
shal! say unto Thee, what doest Thou ? and 
if he be righteous, what can he give Thee ? 
But Thou of Thy love hast given us, O Lord 
our God, this Day of Atonement to be an 
end of, as well as the season of pardon and 


forgiveness for, all our iniquities, that we 
may cease from our unrighteous acts, and 
return unto Thee to do the statutes of Thy 
will with a perfect heart. O do Thou, in Thy 
abounding compassion, have mercy upon us, 
for Thou delightest not in the destruction of 
the world.” 


How otherwise than in this mood of re- 
pentance can we hope to surmount the 
unresolved difficulties and trials which 
everywhere surround us and complicate our 
living? The call comes first to the House 
of Israel to return to our spiritual heritage 
and to build upon the eternal foundations. 
Jews at least cannot accept the doctrine that 
man is the plaything of material forces and 
unable to shape his life in accordance with 
the nobler promptings of his soul and with 
the behests of the Divine Law. To counten- 
ance such a doctrine meins to condemn 
humanity to tread the road towards darkness 
and death. Rather shall we be strengthened 
by the Day of Atonement to set both our- 
selves and others upon the pathway of 
redemption and life. 


RELIGION AND SCIENCE 


AT the recent annual meeting of the British 
Association for the Advancement of Science, 
the subjects under discussion covered a com- 
mendably wide and comprehensive field. A 
notable example was an address on the 
function of religion in society, delivered 
before the anthropology and archeology 
section by Professor E. O. James. He said 
that religion fulfilled in society a cultural 
function of vital importance in the body 
politic. In the absence of a religious system 
of values as the core of sound social life, 
the mysticism of the totalitarian. State had 
become the cohesive force for the attainment 
of absolutist ends. At the same time as the 
British Association was discussing the worth 
of religion, the subject of science was being 
considered by the conference of the Modern 
Churchmen’s Union. Before the latter body, 
Sir Henry Serr spoke of the need for 
religion to play its proper part in resistance 
to the onslaughts of totalitarianism. If it 
was to be enabled to do this, said Sir Henry, 
the age-old antagonism between science and 
religion should become a thing of the past. 
In the light of modern knowledge, the two 
were one and should be recognised as allies 
in a common cause. 


This simultaneous approach from both 
sides for a rapprochement between religion 
and science has its specific message for those 
who would make Judaism a living force in 
the modern world. It would be contrary to 
our finest Jewish traditions were our reli- 
gious faith and practice to become in any 
way associated with obscurantism or to be 
divorced from the progress of scientific 
knowledge. The union of faith and reason, 
of the feelings and the intellect, is postu- 
lated in the bagic Jewish tenet: “ Thou shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
might.” That religious belief should be 
rooted in intellectual persuasion is shown by 
the command: “Know therefore this day 
and lay it to thine heart that the Lord, He 
is God.” In the liturgy occurs the familiar 
petition: “O favour us with knowledge, 
understanding, and discernment from Thee. 
Blessed art Thou, O Lord, gracious giver of 
knowledge.” The use of the mind in the 


- service of God and man is no abstract 


doctrine, but has been the constant practice 
of our best religious teachers throughout the 
ages. In medieval times, this. attitude 
was supremely exemplified in Mosgs 
MAIMONIDES, who was at one and the same 
time physician and philosopher, scientist and 
rabbinic authority. If we consider the ex- 
ceptional influence exerted in Anglo-Jewry 
by such a figure as the late Haham Moses 
GASTER, it may be largely attributed to the 
fact that he was a master of wisdom in the 
broadest sense of the word. Nor is it only 


Jewish theologians who testify to the truth 
of this estimation. Professor EmsTEmn com- 
mands universal esteem as a scientist who 
also has a sense of the reality of spiritual 
values. President WeizMANN (who was 
worthily honoured recently by the University 
of Fribourg, Switzerland, half a century 
after he took his degree of doctor of science 
there) has shown to an admiring world how 
to integrate the pursuit of scientific truth 
with the advancement of our spiritual and 
cultural heritage. 


This synthesis of endeavour accords both 
with Jewish tradition and the world’s needs. 
It was a great modern scientist, W. M. 
HAFFKINE (1860-1930), who thus expressed 
the aim of our religious mission: “ Slowly 
and by degrees, science is being brought to 
recognise in the universe the existence of 
One Power, which is of no beginning and 
no end ; which has existed before all things 
were formed, and will remain in its integrity 
when all is gone—the Source. and Origin of 
all, in Itself beyond any conception or image 
that man can form and set up before his 
eye or mind. ‘This sum total of the scientific 
discoveries of all lands and times is the 
approach of the world’s thought to our 
Adon Olam, the sublime chant, by means 
of which the Jew has wrought and will 
further work the most momentous changes 
in the world.” 


UNWORTHY ACCUSATIONS 


It is a bad omen that in the Hungarian 
trial of Lasz_o Rask and his associates, the 
evidence given by ANDRAS SZALAI, a Jew 
(who was one of the three men sentenced to 
death), should have suddenly produced as an 
element in the alleged criminal plot “ affilia- 
tions with the Zionist Movement,” which. 
SZALAI said, had already in his youth made 
him “politically corrupt.” This strange accu- 
sation and confession of being “ corrupted 
by Zionism” gains an even more ominous 
significance—and ominous is the only word 
one can use—when it is read in conjunction 
with another condemnation of Zionism in 
PRAVDA, in Moscow. Commenting on the 
trial, Mr. Potevoy, a leading Russian 
journalist, referred to the accused, even 
before they had been found guilty, as a 
loathesome group of “ human dregs, profes- 
sional traitors, vocational spies, police 
agents, [rotskyites, and Zionists.” While 
there can be no tendency in responsible 
Jewish quarters to give undue credence to 
the various reports, unfortunately too numer- 
ous of late, of a revival of anti-Jewish trends 
in Russia, accusations of this nature against 
Zionists, and the coupling of them with 
traitors and “human dregs, ’ must cause a good 
deal of apprehension to Jews. The reaction of 
Jews in Russia to such accusations is, in the 
circumstances, unknown, but Jews abroad 
cannot fail to be greatly disheartened by 
their expression in the official organ of the 
Soviet Government, hardly a year after the 
U.S.S.R. had, in the United Nations proceed- 
ings, SO Magnanimously helped the Zionists 
to realise their age-old dream. Moreover, 
it cannot be overlooked that attacks on 
Zionists must have a detrimental effect 
on the attitude towards Jews in Russia 
generaily, where thousands are known to 
share their brethren’s joy at the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel. The distance 


‘from baiting Zionists to baiting Jews is 


short. Jewish Communists, who, as in 
Rumania and Hungary, for instance, are 
themselves of late so active in the campaign 
against Zionists, should not fail to take note 
of this. In this connection, it is not with- 
out significance that, as we report on another 
page, the Hungarian Government is seeking 
to cancel its trade pact with Israel, and, 
generally, placing new difficulties in the 
way of the departure of Jews to Israel. 


WORDS AND DEEDS 


Boru the President and the Chancellor of 
the West German Republic broke their long 
silence on the Jewish question with messages 
containing New Year's greetings to the Jews 
in Germany. The messagés were un- 
doubtedly intended as a token of good will 
and as an attempt to dispel the feeling of 
distrust that Jews justly cherish towards 
Germany. Therefore, this being a season 


of forgiveness in the Jewish calendar, the 
messages, and especially the appeal by Dy 
ADENAUER to the Jews in Germany 
participate as fellow-citizens in the intellec. 
tual, social, and political reconstruction of 
their country, should be welcomed 4 
accepted in the spirit in which they have 
been given. Unfortunately, when dealing 
with the Germans, one is constantly faced 
with that appalling “Jekyll and Hyde” 
mentality, which makes the whole prob. 
lem so baffling, and it is by no means easy to 
reconcile the benevolent aspirations of the 
messages with what is taking place in 
Germany to-day. In acknowledgment of 
their importance as the expression of a 
public policy, we publish the statements of 
Dr. Heuss and Dr. ADENAUER on the front 
page, but on the same page we are com. 
pelled also to publish the report of the 
shameful desecration by Germans of a 
synagogue on New Year's day, and on 
another page a full account of how the 
Municipal Council of Offenbach in the most 
reprehensible manner reversed its first 
decision to appoint Dr. LEWIN, a noted 
Jewish physician, as head of the local clinic, 
because the Deputy-Mayor objected to the 
appointment of a Jew on racial grounds, 
If the messages are to be effective, if they 
are to be taken seriously by Jews in Ger- 
many and abroad, they should have been 
preceded, or at least accompanied, by a 
strong appeal to the millions of Germans 
of whom Dr. Heuss and Dr. ADENAUER are 
the official leaders. Until a sincere effort is 
made by the new German Government to 
re-educate its people—many of whose deeds 
so flagrantly contradict their leaders’ words 
—away from Nazism and towards the real 
spirit of democracy, no one can be blamed 
for remaining sceptical. 


POLICE AND FASCISTS 


_ STATEMENTS of the utmost gravity are 
contained in the letter from Mr. Jonn 
HapLow which appeared in last Friday's 
New STATESMAN AND NATION and which 
we reprint elsewhere in this issue. Mr. 
HapLow, who is not a Jew, writes as 


an experienced Press reporter, and devotes 
himself to what one must accept as 
factual and objective statements of incidents 
witnessed by himself and other experienced 
colleagues. 
of the police at a recent fascist meeting in 
Hackney, and of the subsequent comment of 
a police inspector at another fascist meeting 
in Ridley Road, cannot but arouse the 
gravest misgivings. The incidents described 
are the more deplorable because they are so 
remarkably at variance with the traditionally 
high standards of the British Police, which 
it must be the concern of the authorities at 
Whitehall and Scotland Yard to uphold. 
Such, in fact, is the deservedly world-wide 
reputation of our police that it has been 
proposed to model the Israel Police Force 
along British lines, and with this object in 
view, the Deputy Inspector-General of the 
Israel Police, with the cordial co-operation ol 
the British authorities, recently came on 4 
special mission to this country. All the more 
distressing, therefore, must be the occurrence 
of any happenings which tend to weaken our 
pride and faith in so honoured a service. It 
cannot be overlooked that the conduct ol 
the police at fascist meetings has on more 
than one occasion been called into question. 
Not long ago, we published two informative 
articles on “ The Police and the Fascists, 
by Mr. C. R. Hewrrtt, himself a former 
Chief Inspector of the City of London 
Police. That writer carefully analysed the 
reactions of the individual policeman 
fascist demonstrations, and showed the com 
plex psychological issues involved. In the 
course of a recent lecture on “ Probiems 
of Jewish Youth,” Mr. Bast. HENRIQUES. 
J.P., said that he had taken up the 
matter of recent attacks on Jewish boys 
in North London with high officials 4 
Scotland Yard who regarded it as serious. 
On the same occasion, Mr. NEVILLE LASK!, 
K.C., said that these attacks were tragie 
because of their psychological consequences. 
Some Jews, he continued, had the mistaken 
idea that the police were pro-fascist, and 
would be dreadful if these incidents len! 
colour to that view. In order to reassure 
public opinion, we would therefore _ 
upon the Home Secretary the desirabil 
of instituting an official inquiry into 
Hap.Low’s statement that “ the behaviov' 
police attending fascist meetings 1s OP 
pro-fascist and anti-Semitic.

SIGNIFICANCE OF THE U.N. SURVEY MISSION 


HEN the composition of the 
United Nations Survey Group 
oe for the Middle East—to give 
it ts full utle—was first announced | 
was still in Lausanne, The interest 
there was centred on the British 
appointment and on the implications 
hind it. The Israel delegation had 
been told sufficient about its broader 
intention to withdraw its earlier Oppo- 
sition to British participation. 

Indeed, almost from the beginning 
of the Lausanne talks, the idea of the 
survey hovered in’ the background as 
a kind of miracle man who would be 
called upon “to do the trick” when 
the right moment arrived. It was first 
-worked out during the Beirut confer- 
ence between the Conciliation ( om- 
mission and the Arab States towards 
the end of last March. 


Plan for Economic Aid 


At this conference, Mr. Robert 
McGhee, the present Under-Secretary 
of the U.S. State Department respon- 
sible for Near Eastern Affairs. and 
Mr. Mark Etheridge, who was then 
the American member of the Concil- 
lation Commission, worked out a 
fairly detailed plan for economic aid 
to all Middle Eastern States on con- 
dition that they undertook to settle 
the Arab refugees and put their own 
economic affairs in order. 

Mr. Etheridge explained the plan to 
me as far back as last May. Only at 
that time, it was conceived that an 
Agency “ should be formed to start 
and supervise the execution of these 
works, and not begin with another 
survey. In fact, when Mr. Etheridge 
came to Lausanne at the end-of April, 
he expected that this “ Development 
Agency, as he called it then, would 
be formed almost at once. He also 
explained that it would have an Ameri- 
can director and a British deputy in 
view Of Britain's supposed influence 
with the Arab States. 

I was to learn later—early in Sep- 
tember—that while Mr. Etheridge was 
expounding this proposal to me in 
Lausanne, Mr. McGhee had come to 
London and had a series of talks with 
the Foreign Secretary and with Sir

"OR the reasons enumerated in my 


impossible—to forecast 
the direction in which Israel litera- 
ture will develop. It ss doubly hard 
to define its specific message, or even 
decide whether it has one. One must 
bear in mind that this ts, In a way, a 
new literature still groping about in 
a cloud of fundamental problems 
such questions as language, style, and 
the right use of subject-matter which 
have long been outgrown by the more 
established national literatures of the 
West. 

Critics and writers alike are deeply 
conscious of this, but while the critic's 
voice is raised in lament, the writer 
goes on with the job of hewing his 
way with infinite pain through the 
solid rocks of obstruction to where a 
glimmer of daylight beckons. The 
solid rocks of obstruction are the 
bewildering, seething reality of Israel 
and a language rusty with tradition, 
encrusted and made cumbersome with 
its own holiness; the glimmer of day- 
light is some ultimate idea which 
might give unity, coherence, and 
recognisable significance to the myriad 
splinters of factual happenings. 


Agnon’s Irony 


Agnon, whom I have mentioned be- 
fore, js a pathfinder in the search for 
significance. Avoiding simple descrip- 
tion. he lavishes all his attention on 
the hidden meanings which transform 
reality and on an inimitable style 
fashioned of old sources for his own 
exclusive use. Impregnated with Tal- 
mudic and Midrashic reminiscences, 
reading as though it should have been 
written in an exquisite hand on yellow 
parchment, this style of Agnon’s is yet 
modulated and flexible enough to 
express the most sophisticated nuances 
of feeling. The stories are frequently 
told in the first person, this first person 
being a supremely modest, unworldly 
soul, almost like a child, a saint, a 
simpleton, in his trust. As one reads 
on, however, one grows conscious of

the stories are like those picture- 
puzzles where the devil lurks behind 
the idyllic scene and is only spotted 
when you turn the picture upside 
down 


A Simple Soul 

Thus m his latest novel, “ The Day 
Before Yesterday,” the story ts told of 
one Itzhak, a simple soul, so simple 
that when he is touched by Zionism 
in his little village im Galicia he not 
only faftthfully sells all the Jewish 
National Fund stamps he can but he 
also actually sets out for Israel. On 
his way he passes through Lemberg, 
the metropolis where all the ~ big 
shots”. play billiards jn their shirt- 
sleeves, and as he watches the stars 
grow bigger and closer from the deck 
of the ship that carries him towards 
Jaffa, he still remembers the glory of 
the moment when he was vouchsafed 
to look at the faces of the Zionist 
leaders in Galicia. 

In Jaffa he finds poverty, squalor, 
dirt: in the villages he finds hunger, 
unemployment, and the hostility of 
rich Jewish farmers who prefer cheap 
Arab labour. In Jerusalem he meets 
the old community of fanatically reli- 
gious Jews and falls in love with 
Shiffra, the daughter of the most 
bigoted of them all. He also meets a 
dog called Barak, and in a moment of 
high spirits paints the words “I am a 
mad dog”™ on its skjn. While Itzhak 
continues innocently and elatedly to 
wonder at the blessings of life in the 
holy land, the dog finds itself now 
persecuted and it runs away to the 
Christian parf of the town, where 
people cannot read the Hebrew legend 
on its skin. Regaled by one Schmidt, 
who keeps a restaurant, on bacon and 
ham and other non-kasher meat, 
Barak yet longs for the Jews in the 
old city. and eventually returns, its 


fur so dirty by this time that the 


legend on it is obscured. {1 meets 
Itzhak. who meanwhile has married 
Shiffra°’and has, settled down happily 
to a religious life not unhke the one 
he left behind him in Galicia, but very 
unlike the one he meant to lead when 
he first set out to be a pioncer in 
Israel 

Maddened by the memory of the 
injury Iizhak had done it, its frequent 
meditations on the injustices of fate 
(for Barak the dog, unthke Itzhak, a 
reflective soul, a raisonneur par excel- 
lence), and the long drought of that 
particular summer, the dog in truth 
goes mad and bites Itzhak, who pre- 
sently dies from the potson. On the 
day of his funeral. the first ramdrops 
fall, and Agnon ends the sad tale of 
failure with the words: “ But let us 
not think of Itzhak; rather let us 
think of owr sisters and brethren on 
the shores of Lake Tiberias in Um 
Juni who are now setting out to 
plough the land and live new lives on 
a new earth.” 


Sense of Tragedy 


The exquisite, elusive humour of the 
tale, the deceptively simple charm of 
the explicit in it, and the subtie sophis- 
tication of its implicit irony, are 
extremely hard to convey, and I fear, 
almost impossible to translate. So, too, 
is the deep undercurrent of tragedy 
and failure, and the imperceptible 
sense of the hopelessness of all human 
endeavour, which ironically dims even 
that hopeful note at the end and shows 
it up as but another of those illusions, 
those lies, without which we could not 
live. Yet above all there is the pleasure 
of the style, its richness, its subtleties. 
A book to be proud of, the greatest 
of Hebrew novels, 

if. however, our unqualified admira- 
tion is commanded by Agnon himself, 
his powerful influence on younger 
writers calls forth rather mixed feel- 
ings. To younger writers the tempta- 
tion of emulating his style has proved 
dangerous. Their attempts have but

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RABBI KOOK’S TEACHINGS 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


trating analysis of the teachings 
te Chief Rabbi A. J. Kook, of 
Jerusalem, was made by Rabbi Dr. |. 
Epstein, Principal of Jews College, at a 
Day of Memorial and Study which was 
held by Jews College in conjunction with 
the Mizrachi Federation of Great Britain 
and Ireland at Woburn House on Tues- 


Oe first part of this Memorial Meet- 
ing was devoted to selected readings 
from the works of Rabbi Kook by Rabbi 

Dr. Epstein said that Rabbi Kook’'s 
writings covered an astonishingly wide 
range of subjects, comprising much that 
was of practical and worldly interest. 

Because Rabbi Kook believed that al! 
human minds were essentially the same, 
differing only in degree, and that conse- 
quently Godliness was potentially in all 
mankind, he held that human nature was 
driven On to — and higher degrees 
of perfection. rom this central belief 
and conviction he developed his views 
about God, the Torah Israel, and Eretz 
Isracil. And because of this belief, his 
ideals never remained merely academic. 
but were always directed to practical 


ends. 
Denial of Evil 


He practically denied absolute evil. 
What might seem to them evij in man 
was only the result of his weak efforts to 
attain the good. 

Israel, he said, had been selected by 
God as the bearer of the idea of the God- 
mess which, wedded to that of national- 
ism, was to enable them to establish 
the ideal state of society in which God 
and rationalism were fused in one com- 

te harmony. Real perfection in Jew- 
sh life would be attained only when the 
people were restored to their ancestral 
land, when Godliness and nationalism 
were once more reunited. 

Israc!. sand Dr. Epstein, had indeed been 
orphaned by Rabbi Kook’'s death. If he 
had been alive to-day he would doubtless 
have found a solution of many urgent 
rehgous problems which confronted 
reborn Israel.

tions for his job. But in Leusanne 
there was embarrassed hesitation by 
the Americans when | inquired about 
the supposed imminent aprcintment 
of the Development Agency. In Lon- 
don also the Foreign Office curiously 
inguired from the Ameiicans about 
the fate of Mr. McGhee's proposals. 

At the time, however. both the 
Foreign Office in Whitehall and the 
Conciliation Commission in Lausanne 
were left in ignorance about the most 
recent developments in Washington. 
May, June, July, and most of August 
passed without any formal signs from 
the State Department cither to Lon- 
don or Lausanne as to what was hold- 
ing up progress. 

Now we know. When. at the end 
of April, Mr. Etheridge reported from 
Lausanne that they were all set and 
waiting for the McGhee proposals, 
the State Department and the Presi- 
dent suddenly had “ cold feet.” There 
had been difficulties in Congress over 
other appropriations and it was con- 
sidered unwise to spring another 
demand for cash at this stage. 


Political Peace First 


Accordingly, the President informed 
Mr. Etheridge in Lausanne that it was 
necessary first to have a political peace 
agreed upon between the Arabs and 
Israel before he would give the “ green 
hight for the McGhee proposals. It 
upset all calculations. The Arabs 
were emphatic that they could not 
agree to any resettlement of the Arab 
refugees until they knew what finan- 
cial support was forthcoming The 
Israelis also believed that a settlement 
was impossible without large-scale 
development plans and resettlement 
schemes financed by international 
sources. 

Mr. Etheridge tried to work the 
President's formula. He failed and 
returned to America in June. Then 
came Mr. Raymond Hare. He also 
tried and failed and returned to Wash 
ington jn July. Then came Mr. Pau! 
Porter. an able and ageressive nego- 
tiator. He, too, tried—hard : he, too 
failed. He. too, went to Washington 
in August——-but to persuade the Pres: 
dent of the need to change his earher 
ruling. 


Proposals Watered Down 


rhe President agreed but made some 
modifications in the earlier plan of 
Mr.- McGhee. Ihe proposals were 
watered down. The Development 
Agency was to become a Survey Mis- 
sion and the money was to come from 
international funds rather than from 
Congress. The President proceeded to 
appoint Mr. Gordon Clapp, of the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. as Direc- 
tor after General Lucius Clay and 
Mr. Philip Reed, of the General 
Electric Corporation, had refused the 
appointment. 


At the end of the first week in Septem- : 


ber, the respective British and Amert- 


can heads of the Survey Mission con- 
verged on Lausanne, followed closely 
| by the French and Turkish members 


In view of the suddenness of the Presi- 
dent's decision and the peculiarities of 


. the State Department’s communication 


system, none of the four members 
knew what were the revised terms of 
reference of the survey. All they 
had been told was that the original 
McGhee scheme had been watered 
down, but that Mr. Clapp would 
probably enlighten them when he 
arrived from Washington. But the 
general feeling was that the earlier 
life-blood had been sucked from the 
McGhee proposals and that Mr 
Clapp’s schemes would be cast im 
minor key and would disappoint the 
hopes of Arabs and Israelis alike. 

It looked indeed as if this golden 
opportunity to introduce a new and 
constructive element into the Middle 
East situation would again be lost— 
as so many had been in the years gone 
by. But then the revised views of 
the British Government were put 
before the Commission and supported 
with marked energy and ability by 
the British member, Sir Desmond 
Morton. 

This new British outlook produced 
an entirely new situation. It ap- 
proac the fundamental problems 
with encouraging realism. The Arab 
States had to be impressed that the 
only solution for their refugees was 
resettlement and not return to Israel. 


It would be unwise for all concerned 


to agree to more than 100,000 Arabs 
living in Israel. This figure might be 


adjusted if the Gaza coastal strip was 
ceded by Egypt to Israel. 

The Israelis for their part would 
also have to contribute thei share for 
thes added security to their State. 
They would have to pay a generous 
lump sum as Compensation and should 
also consider the transfer of the Iraqi 
Jewish community—estimated § at 
about 150,000—-from Iraq to Israel. 


This would relieve the Arab States of 
ewrsh minority m_ their 
m 


Economic development would pro- 
ceed on two levels—the immediate 
and the long-term proposals. The 
schemes considered under these heads 
were the following: 

First, settlement of the Arab refu- 
gees which would take about six 
years. The first stage of resettlement 
would place 150,000 in the Gezira 
district of Syria and 100,000 in the 
Jordan Kingdom and the Arab part 
of Palestine. This phase would take 
two to three years: and it would 
include the resettlement of those 
refugees who would be returning to 
Israel. 

The second phase would consist 
mainly of the resettlement of another 


120, refugees im the Euphrates 
Valley. 

The third phase would bring another 
200,000 refugees into the Khabur 


valley of Syria and possibly some 
20.000 to Iraq. 

The development 
therefore, in the first 
primarily directed towards these re- 
settlement programmes. The schemes 
for this need no further survey. They 
have all been prepared in great deta! 
by British and American firms. All 
that is necessary is machinery and the 
consent of the Governments con- 
cerned.

Marshall Plan for Middle Fast 


It is thus the one important factor 
that everyone has always talked about 
but which has always been missing in 
the Middle East. Stripped of its 
trimmings, it ts a Marshall Plan for 
the Middle East—and the Middle East 
needs it as urgently as Europe had 
need of the European Recovery Pro- 
gramme. 

Oddly enough. opposition has come 
from two strangely. assorted bedfel- 
lows: the old Middle East set at the 
Foreign Office. and the Russians 
Russian opposition is understandable 
and needs no comment. But a word 
must be said about the Foreign Office 
reaction. It would seem that Sir Des- 
mond Morton's appointment was not 
very popular among the “regulars.” 
The reports of the new British policy 
coming from Lausanne were pooh- 
poohed and tortuously discredited by 
the Middle Easterners who evidently 
do not believe in the new approach 
reflected, it seems, by Sir Desmond 
and also by Sir William Strang. 
The new policy thus will still have 
to fight for its life within the portals 
of the Foreign Office.

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BEHAVIOUR AT WEDDING CEREMONIES 
Disrespect in the Synagogue 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn CHronicle 


From Rabbi Dr. S. M. LEHRMAN 


Sim.—Having completed my firs year 
of service as Rabbi of the New Syna- 
goguc, Stamford Hill, mmpelied to 
seck the publicity your columns can give 
to the appeal | wish to make to all those 
who intend to arrange marriage 
monies al My synagoguc. 

I turn to you for two reasons: first, 
because more than 90 per cent of the 
weddings at which I officiate are those 
of children of non-members whom | 
cannot reach during my munisirations , 
secondly, because the appeal | am about 
to make in this keer ts one which, 
imagine, can be equally made to the 
wedding ceremonies taking place daily in 
most of the London synagogues. 

May I, first of all, appeal to both men 
and women to come modestly dressed to 
the synagogue 7 They are about to wit- 
ness a ceremony called Kiddushin, an 
account of the solemn holy nature 
of marriage in Judaism How can a 
man come to the synagoguc, hatiess, 
(not always 
clean) on his head. spending the time 
of the duration of the service by trying 
to balance it on his head, much to the 
annoyance of the serious-minded, and 
the amusement of the flippant ? Equally 
lacking in good breeding is the man 
who will purchase a paper cap, at the 
entrance of the synagogue, often bargain- 
ing with the harassed assistant Shammas, 
or the non-Jewish caretaker, as to the 
price asked for this makeshift covering. 
Worse suill, litth boys are brought to 
the ceremony by their adoring and pam- 

ring parents, entirely hatiess, seem- 
ingly for no other reason than to disturb 
the service and to annoy all those eager 
to make the ceremony as impressive and 
as inspiring as possible. Of course, I do 
reason with the assembled guests, where- 
ever necessary, prior to the ceremony, 
but as cach wedding caters for totally 
different people,.| am relying on this 
appeal to implement my humble efforts 
in this direction. Is ut too much to ask 
men to wear hats in Shool ? The same 
might apply io all worshippers at all 
SET 

No less culpable in this display of 
vulgarity are many of the women that 
come to these ceremomes. The majority 
are hatiess, and a good number, to save 
the effort of changing imo evening dress 
for the ostentatious displays of good 
feeding and subsequent merriment that 
take piace later, come to the synagogue 
in varying stages of nudity. The result 
of such lack of modesty and thoughtless- 
ness is that men are distracted from the 
actual ceremony under the Chuppah, and 
spend the time in passing remarks that 
certainly should not be heard in any 
decent company. ket alone in the holy 
and dedicated house of worship. Any 
wonder that my colleague and I often 
fee! a sense of nausea at all this sense- 
less lack of good taste and offensive dis- 


play, and cannot, at times, do justice to 
our allotted parts in the service ? 

There is a remarkable story m our 
cihical literature of a certain girikingly 
handsome girl, who was as pious as she 
was enchanting. Each night, before retrr- 
ing, she would pray to God that she 
might never be a source of temptation 
to any impressionable young man on 
account of her ravishing beauty. Look- 
ing round at my synagogue during these 
countless weddings, I can almost see this 
story in reverse. The plainest girls—and 
often middle-aged women—seem to come 
dressed with the patent object of alluring 
men and bringing out of them lewd 
thoughts and vulgar expressions. Is it 
too much to ask for more modest dress 
in the synagogue ” Why should our 
women lose respect when they deserve 
all the respect men can pay them on 
accoum Of their exalted place in the 
home and communal! life ? 

The sum of my complaints is not yet 
complete. but I can only specify in this 
letter a few of the more glaring and 
flagrant. Another disquieting feature is 
the orgy of kissing indulged in by ail 
and sundry, for which the kissing of the 
bride and bridegroom seems to be the 
signal. Even the bride and bridegroom 
could really wait til they had left the 
Shoo! for their first embrace as man and 
wife, but if this be too much to expect, 
then, | think, it is not preposterous to 
suggest that others should be debarred 
from such undesirable demonstrations of 
familiarity in a holy place, When I 
made such an appeal recently, an 
indignant letter from a lady visitor was 
sem to the Head Office of the United 
Synagogue bitterly complaining agains: 
“the insuliing attitude adopted by the 
Minister "—this, Sir, against me, who 
have never been accused of “insulting 
attitudes during twenty-two years of 
happy Rabbinates in Manchester and 
Liverpool. 

Those who know me, as you do, will 
testify that I am not a prude, living in 
cloistered, virtue, of im an ivory tower 
in which boy never meets gril. But 
much as I love life and laughter, in its 
proper place, I also love the synagogue— 
the arsenal of the Jewish spirit. where 
the harassed and grieved Jew finds his 
Neshama Yetera his 
“ additional soul.” 

Because of this love, no unscemly con- 
duct, whether it be immodesty in dress 
or talk, or the taking of photographs, 
with their disturbing clicking of cameras 
during the service, should mar the 
solemnity of the proceedings during the 
holy and moving ceremony of Kid- 
dushin, when two hearts, beating as onc. 
seck Heaven's blessings in their coming 
life's partnership. 

My appeal, therefore, is: Hands off 
the synagogue! For we owe our sur- 
vival to its hallowed influence. We musi 
do all we can to preserve and enhance 
this influence on the prosaic, mundane. 
and commonplace life many lead to-day.

PROMPT ACTION BY WAR 
GRAVES COMMISSION 


To the Editor of Tue Jewisu CHronicie 


Sin.—My wife and | have just returned 
from visting the grave of a cousin who 
during the war low his life with the 
Canadian R.A.F. while returning from a 
bomber raid on Germany, and was sub- 
sequently burned by the Germans at 
Crooswiik Cemetery. Rotterdam This 
poor boy's mother lives in Califorma, 
and being too old to make the journey, 
we did so with the idea of taking pictures 
to be forwarded to her. 

Upon our arfival we were very dis- 
turbed to find the grave m question 
marked with a Christian emblem, and at 
once approached the Dutch Superinten- 
dent of the cemetery to get a “ Shield of 
David” erected. He told us that this 
was a matter tor the War Graves Com- 
mission at Velp. Arnhem. We returned 
to our hate! in Amsterdam and wrote to 
them by express post, the letter going 
out at 6 p.m. To our great astonishment, 
the very next day we received a wonder- 
ful letter, delivered by hand. from Mr. 
Nesbit MacLeod. telling us that he had 
journeyed to Amsicrdam to see us in 
reference io ow ‘letter, but that he had 
to put this matter in from of his head 
office in Brusse!s, and assuring us that 
the correct emblem would be in position 
before we iceft Holland. 

From then on things moved swiftly. 
and within five days the work was carried 
out, thanks to the most courteous assis- 
tance and unstinied effort on the part of 
Mr. MacLeod and his colleagues in 
Brusseis, Messrs. Roberts and Lonsdale. 

The purpose of this letter is threefold. 
firsi, to give just appreciation so fully 
deserved by al) the staff of the Imperial 
War Graves Commission in dealing with 
the relatives of the fallen, sevendie. to 
call atieniion io the very excellent atten- 
ion given the graves by these people. 
Lastly, and not kasi important, to 
remind your readers that the exchange 
mentioned above was due to the fact that 
all the boys who lost the lives over the 
ocoupred countries and were buried 


by the Germans had the Christian 
embiem placed at their heads, and it is 
only by their relatives visiting the graves 
that the matter can be put right.

“ JEWISH MUSIC IN JAPAN ” 
To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRonicie 


Sin.—"“ Chronicler,” in your issue of 
September 23, writing on possible af 
nity between Jewish and Japanese music 
may find the following facts of some 
interest. 

Japanese music (derived from the 
Chinese), and Hebrew music being a 
branch of Oriental music (Assyrian) are 
bound to share certain characteristics. 
Both possess a florid style and are gener- 
ally im free rhythm; broadly speaking 
both are woven round the pentatonic 
scale and the microtonal system. 

The beginning of the twentieth century 
saw a new rhythmic impulse in Occi- 
dental music largely Oriental 
sources. and it may be all these flavours 
in Bloch’s rhapsodically exuberant music 
that so noticeably appeal to the Japanese 
Palate. (Incidentally, Bloch has intro- 
duced quarter tones in one of his cham- 
ber works.) It is also a fact that Tokio 
radio shows a preference for Western 
classics and over the national 
music. . the Japanese hay 
the best and latest in music.

To quote Dr. Lethbri of the Museum 
of Archzology and Ethnology. Cam. 
bridge: “ Clearly the people who wished 
to conceal them im days of trouble would 
not waste time hunting for ancient pots 
to contain them. They would go to th 
nearest market and ecither buy up jars. 
or order a suitable consignment to be 
baked at once by the local potter. The 
problem then surely resolves itself into 
a very simple matter. Can archrologists 
date the pottery with any accuracy ? If 
they can. then there is no need for deep 
comparative study with other cxisting 
fragments of written material to arrive 
at the date of concealment. The scrolls 
are older than the jars: the jars are of 
such-and-such a date and that is that. 
How much older than the jars some 
scrolls may be is quite another question.” 

A palxographer need not be reminded 
of “ conservatism in the copying of sacred 
That is a matter of course. 
But t fact remains that constant. if 
very slow, development none the iess 
always took place. 

The date of the Scrolls is firmly estab- 
lished by palzography, and corroborated 
by archazology. For those few who are 
sull in doubt I should like to repeat 
what I said in a letter to Tue Times 
(September 13): “ There is no need for 
the reader to put a bhnd trust in the art 
or authority of the palaographer. [Every 
step and detail can be followed and 
checked up in the published studs 
(Bulletin of the American S-hools of 


Oriental Research, Journal of Biblical 
Literature, Palestine Exploration 
Quarterly). If there is scepticism as to 


the correctness of these conclusions, then 
it will have to be expressed in terms of 
a detailed examination, not in general 
assertions, and criticism will have to deal 
with the validity, or otherwise, of the 
details of those studies.”

To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn CHROnicLe 


Sin.—The recent correspondence under 
the above heading has caused many of 
us who were students before the war to 
think back to our own college days, and 
reflect on the way in which we did-—-or 
did not—solve the problem of correlat- 
ing our Judaism with English university 
life. 

lt would seem that the problem then 
was no less clearcut than it is now, and 
the methods of resolving it were equally 
limited. One was cither a compleicly 
non-practising Jewish student; of one 
observed a modicum of Jewish require- 
ments, while satisfying the conscrence 
that there were ecatenuating circum- 
stances to account for one’s lapses and 
omissions: or one found unthinkable 
to compromise and, therefore, ignored 
(or gained exemption from) those aspects 
of university hfe whch were incom- 
patible with one’s Judaism. 

In my own college there were Jewish 
students of all three types, and u would 
be a bold spirit who would confidently 
dare to assert that the amount of English 
culture each ype absorbed was in inverse 
proportion to the degree of Judaism prac- 
ised! Nor could « be said with any 
certainty that the university Jewish 
student bodies intensified the Jewishness 
of those who were non-observant Jews. 
since such students rarely attended meeci- 
ings and functions. preferring the rarer 
atmosphere of the non-Jewish groups, 
whose culture they were so patently at 
pains to absorb.

PUDDINGS AND SWEETS 
Crispy Tartlets 


Cornflakes. 2 oz.: rolled oats, 2 07.; 
demerara sugar, 2 oz.; margarine, 2 07. ; 
golden syrup, 2 teaspoonfuls; appic 
purée or lemon curd. 

Causn the cornflakes and mix with the 
rolled oats and sugar, Melt the mar- 
garine and syrup and pour on to dry 
magredients and mix thoroughly. Put a 
thin layer of the mixture into well-greased 
patty tins and press down firmly. Bake 
on the middie shelf of a moderate oven 
(400°—-Reaulo No. 5) about 15 minutes. 
Remove from the oven, leave a minute 
or two to set, then remove carefully from 
the ins and cool on a cake tray. 

Just before serving fill with apple 
purée or lemon curd. 


Apple Pudding 
les, 1 Ib. ; sugar, 3 oz.; self-raising 
PR oz.: margarine and cooking fat 
(mixed), 2} oz. ; orange; cold water. 

Sieve the flour with a pinch of salt, 
rub om the fat,.and add the grated rind 
of the orange and 4 oz. sugar. Mm to 
a firm dough with the cold water. Roll 
owt pastry. grease a 2 pt. pudding basin 
and bine with the pastry. Peel, core, and 
cut up apples, put half in the basin, 
sprinkle over remaining sugar, then put 
in the rest of the apples, pour in 2 table- 
—— water, and cover with pastry. 

wist a piece of greased paper over the 
top and sicam for 1} hours. Turn out 
on to a hot dish and serve with the 
following sauce. 

Seece.—Squeeze the juice from the 
orange and make up to } pint wih water.

Line a deep sandwich tin with short 
crust, press well into the sides and prick 
with a fork.

lightly browned. Remove from the tin 
and arrange some stewed pears in it. 
Thicken | pint of pear syrup with a 
teaspoonful of arrowroot and when 
nearly cold spoon over the pears. 


Spiced Freit Tart 


Sieve into a bow! 8 oz. self-raising 
flour: 4} teaspoonful cinnamon: pinch of 
mixed spice; and a teaspoonful castor 
sugar. ub om 3 oz. fat and mix to a 
slack dough with cold water. Roll out 
thinly and lime a shallow tin with half 
the crust; cover with a laver of stoned 
plums, sprinkle with the sugar and cin- 
namon, then a tayer of thinly-sliced 
apple: add a litle more sugar and cin- 
namon and pour over a tablespoonful of 
water. Cover with pastry and bake about 
40 minuics: the first 15 minutes in a 
fairly hot oven, then reduce heat to 
moderaic.

T was the custom of the High Priest 
] to remam awake the whole night 
after the Kol Nidrei service. In 
order to keep his mind from straying 
he read aloud from books of the 
Bible to the young priests and others 
who shared the night's watch. 

The books usually chosen to be read 
were Job. Ezra. Chronicles. and Daniel. 
I thought you might find it an inter- 
esting study to see why cach of these 
books was chosen and what lesson 
the High Priesi imparted after the 
recital. 

Let us take the Book of Job first. 
Job was a rich man with a family of 
many sons and daughters. He was 
piows. He aever neglected his reli- 

ious duties but always offered sacri- 
cs at the proper times. But it 
pleased God to bring heavy afflictions 
on him, by which his trust pm God's 
mercy and justice was severely tested. 
Yet. his faith remained firm and no 
rumble escaped his lips. Three of 
friends who visited him were sure 
all his misfortunes were marks of 
God's anger sent to punish him for 
his sins But Job knew otherwise. 
He knew. as the High Pricst pointed 
ou. that man cannot presume to 
understand the ways of God but that 
all Hix doings are founded in mer 
and levc. The High Priest added. 
that on this Day of Judgment we 
should realise that if we put our trust 
in the Lord He will reward us—if not 
on carth then im heaven.

Thousands of greeting cards of all 
types, cach bearing a Magen David im- 
Primi, will be shipped from this countr 
to America. And in return. thousa 
of dollars will flow into the British 
Exchequer as a result of the enterprise 
of a young Jewish ex-aircraftman. Mr. 
Harris D. Kaye. of Kaye-Kards Lid. 
London. who has just returned from the 
United States, where he obtained large 
orders for his greeting cards 

As the United States has the largest 
recting-cards industry in the world (over 
5,090.000.000 are sold annually), Mr. 
Kaye's breaking into the market on so 
large a scale has astonished all branches 
of the trade, especially as British firms 
had previously manaeed to sell only very 
smali quantities of cards. 
aid reason for my success,” Mr. 
Kaye told me, “is that I studied the 
American cards and when I saw that they 
were guite different from those made 
here, | decided that new ideas were 
needed © we produced cards with 
rings and imitation stones. doors with 
knockers, and little coloured cushions.” 

His orders were for tens of thousands 
of pounds worth before devaluation. 
added Mr. Kaye. What was even more 
importam. the American market had 
been broken into for the first time and 
he expected a continuous flow of orders.

served to show up the poverty and 
triteness of thought, imagination, and 
feeling m his imitators. Decked out in 
father’s clothes. they seem doubly 
puny and insignificant, losing cven 
such merits of insight and novelty of 
experience which, had they been put 
forward in a suitably simple manner, 
might have saved their work from the 
accusation of pretentiousness and vul- 
garity. Still there are exceptions: the 
gifted young writers who, having taken 
up the challenge which is Agnon, have 
known how to absorb his richness of 
language and yet remain themselves. 

Hazaz, famous for his novels of 
Yemenite life, combines an extra- 
ordinary richness of style with a com- 
mand of popular language. He uses 
both dexterously to describe the 
depth of thought and feeling and the 
simple cunning of the Yemenite tribe. 
as well as the sudden impact of West- 
ern culture on its sons, half-blessing 
and half-curse. Y. Shenberg, in a 
rich yet lucid and flawless style, writes 
short stories which are contrived to 
perfection, and are infused with a mis- 
anthropic malice and psychological 
insight (always impyshly used). Bar- 
Joseph, when not misied by a journal- 
istic tendency to senmsationalise sex.

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FULL REPORT OF LEWIN CASE 
Jewish Doctor Was Elected at Secret Ballot

The full story of the “ Lewin Case “— 
the withdrawal of the nomination of Dr. 
Herbert Lewin. a Jew, as bead sur 
of the women’s section of the Offen 
City Clinic after his clection by a 
majority of the Councih—is told in 
a recent meuc the 
Ruspscwa, an t German 
daily. tt was this report (published 
recently in Tee Jewrsn CHRONICLE ip an 
abbreviated form) which drew attention 
to the latest manifestation of anti-Jewish 
duscrimnation in Germany. 


On Sepiember 1, the paper said, a 
special meeting of the City Council was 
called wo five applications for 
the post. Professor Haas, Director of 
the Clinic, and leading members of the 
City Health Department, were present.

Deputy Mayor's Attack

You 
cannot persuade the women of Offenbach 
io entrust themectves to a man like Dr 
Lewin Apart from hs profeisonal 
qualification, he 6 a man who came 
beck from a concentration camp. a man 
whose family, as he. told you himsecil, 
was murdered.

No woman could 
entrust berself for weatment to such a 
man. The very existence of the clinic is 
ai stake.” 

The Mayor, Herr Rebholz. said thai 
a grave tesponsbilily rested with the 
Council. It had to “ decide the fate of 
the women of Offenbach.” The clection 
of Dr. Lewin could not be enforced 
because the women of Offenbach could 
nor be lefi to the care of Dr. Lewin. 
The Mayor denied that he had voted in 
favour of Dr. Lewin's appointment 

Dr. Wicklaus, a former Nazi. said that 
he had voted for Dr. Lewin “ under the 
pressure of my conscience.” bul he now 
thought that he had acted unwisely.

ber 15. the Council held a secret meci- 
ung. The Press was not admitted, and 
councillors were pledged to secrecy. No 
decisions were reached at the meeting. 
but the Council issued a statement 
promising to publish a full report on the 
case 

Ai the same time, the U.S. Military 
Government in Hesse, and the Minisiry 
of the Interior imtervened, and began 
their own inquiries.

The Military .Government, after a 
preliminary investigation, sated that the 
invalidation of Dr. Lewin'’s election was 
a “deplorable act of racial discrimina- 
tion.” The report published by the 
Ruwpscnau§ has been 
praised by Dr. James Newman, Director 
of the U.S. Miliary Government in the 
Siate of Hesse.

SECRET EXODUS 
FROM SYRIA 


Jews Escape From Misery

Despite the ban on Jewish emigration, 
many of Syria's 4,000 Jews (2,000 each 
in Damascus and Aleppo) are leaving by 
secret channels for Israci and the 
Lebanon. They are liable to severe 
penalties if caught, but are apparently 
ready to take any risk to escape from 
their present unhappy surroundings. 

For 300 years, until the outbreak of 
hostilities in Palestine, Syrian Jews led a 

ceful existence, enjoying full rights. 

ith the Arab invasion of Palestine, 
their position immediately deteriorated : 
pogroms took place, synagogues were 
attacked, and property confiscated. And 
the Jewish exodus began. 


Their position improved carly this 
year, when Colonel Husni Zaim seized 
power and abolished all anti-Jewish 
measures. His execution, in August, 


again brought hardship to Syrian Jews. 
In Aleppo, the members of the once- 
flourishing community now live in 
extreme poverty and misery, and are 
largely confined to a ee area. 

The new Syrian Government have 
frankly declared that the fate of Syrian 
Jewry is bound up with the future of 
the Arab refugees. As soon as the 
refugee problem is settled, it is stated, 
full rights will be restored to Syrian 
Jews. 


ILSE KOCH TRIAL FIXED 
Murder Charge 


Ilse Koch, widow of the former com- 
mandant of the Buchenwald concentra- 
tion camp, is-to be tried for murder by 
a German jury at Augsburg, probably in 
November, it is announced by Dr. Ernst 
Jagomast, German prosecutor in Bavaria. 

The trial was fixed, he said, after his 
two-month trip to the United 
States, where he gathered “ overwhelm- 
ing evidence from former inmates of 
the camp. 

Koch’s life sentence, imposed by a 
Military Government court at Dachau 
for inhuman treatment of concentration 
camp prisoners, was commuted to four 
years by-a U.S. reviewing court. She is 
due for release next month.—(Reuter)
